on the cards they can re- 
gard the result of the

of satisfaction. : 

One of Dr Adenauer's chief 
objectives wus to secure 
from the Russians an 
assurance that West German 
POWs and other subjects. 
atill held captive in the 
Sovict Union. would be 
released. He has won that 
ngsurance at the cost of 
agreeing (subject to prrlia- 
mentary approval) to” the 
establishment of full diplo- 
matic relations between 
West Germany and Ruasia, 

In some quarters the deal .is 
geen us‘an achievement for 
the Soviets at the expense 
of Dr Adenauer—t some- 
what odd conclusion to 
rench. At some time ‘or 
another diplomatic’ = re 
lutions between the Kremlin 
and the Bonn government 
hud to be normalised, if 
there was any chance of 
making: progress towards 
the all-important objective 
of the reunification of Ger- 
many. Moreover, Russia's 
willingness  offictally — to 
recognise the existence of 
the West German govern- 
ment is not without 
importance. - 

HEE original idea that Dr 
Adenauer should offer the 
Russian: leaders a limited 
form of diplomatic recogni- 
tion was never a realistic 
one.nnd the prospects of its 
belng accepted were. ex- 
tremely remote. The West 

_ hos no reason to fear 
because Dr Adenauer hag 
bowed to the wishes of the’ 
Kremlin and agreed to full 
diplomatic relations, The 
Chancellor throughout the 
discussions held firmly to 
his alliance with — the 
Western powers and there 
‘is nothing to suggest that his 
position with them Is com- 
promised by .the proposed 
new relations — between 
Russia and West Germany. 

One interesting line of con-‘ 
jecture is, what, if any, 
effect the Moscow, agree- 
ment will have on the forth- 
coming Biy Four talks 
which wil deal with 
European . problems, Some 
significance may be read 
into part of the final com- 
munique which declares 
that both West Germany 
and Russia “assumed” that 

. the normalising of relations 
“must help the solution of 
the principal national prob- 
lem of the German people— 
the re-establishment of the 
unity of the German 
democratic state.” 

ON possibility is that with 
diplomatic relations with 
the Bonn government nor- 
thilised, the Russians will 
be willing to pay more 
sympathetic attention to the 
Big Throe’s proposals for, 
reunification of Germany 
ond security guarantees for 
-Europe.. 

Dr Adenauer is fully com- 
mitted to the West’s concept

Rome, Sept. 13. 

The world produced 23.6 
million metric tons of sugar 
during 1954, o ten-year re- 
port of the United Nations 
Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganisation (FAQ) revealed 
today. 


This  produclion, the report 
said, was higher than any of 
tho past ten years with the sole 
exception of 1953 which saw o 
total of 34.2 milllon metric 
tons of sugar at the disposal 
of consumers throughout the 
world. . 


It was polnted cut that 1953 
nad been. a_reeord ear also 
for tha production. of rice. 


‘The report revealed that 
Europe's sugar production had 
sharply declined at the end of 
World’ War II and in 1947-48 
wag one-third lower. than im- 
mediately before the war. 

World tabics, however, did 
not feel the effect of this drop 
because of the: great expansion 
of sugar production in the 
Western hemisphere, notably 
Cuba, It was also becouse of 
the drop of production in Asla. 

World  preduction soared, 
however, by about 16 per cent 
by 1048-50 when Western 
Europe again reached its prewar 
level of output. Becouse of the 
requirements’ of traditionally 
importing countries which found 
themselves with rising living 
standards, prices of sugar rose 
considerably everywhere and in 
1946-50 were 150 per cent 
higher than in the period be- 
tween 1034-36.
